Wages going to 
arbitration. Capital 
Health says it will be a 
few more days before 
all is back to normal

After five days of mediation, 
Capital Health and the union 
representing 3,600 health-care 
professionals in the Halifax re¬ 
gion have reached a tentative 
deal and avoided a strike. 

But the main sticking 
point — wages — remains un¬ 
resolved and will be put before 
a provincial arbitrator. 

Capital Health’s final offer 
included two per cent raises 
for the first two years of the 
agreement and 2.5 per cent in 
the third year. The Nova Scotia 
Government and General Em¬ 
ployees Union wanted a 9.05 
per cent total raise over that 
same period. 

“NSGEU and Capital Health 
agree to submit the issue of 
increases in the rates of pay to 
final and binding arbitration 
by a Board of Arbitration,” the 
tentative agreement reads.

Union members began vot¬ 
ing on the deal late Wednes¬ 
day Voting will continue until 
Friday afternoon, with a final 
count expected Friday evening. 
The wage issue is expected to 
be decided by June 15. 

“We believe it’s a good 
deal,” NSGEU president Joan 
Jessome told reporters on Wed¬ 
nesday night. “What’s in the 
deal is something we can live 
with and that we can recom¬ 
mend. I don’t think we would 
have gotten better if we were 
on strike.” 

Capital Health spokesman 
Peter Graham said it will take a 
couple of days for hospitals to 
get back to full capacity after 
bracing for the strike. “We ask 
for the public’s patience as we 
work through these (appoint¬ 
ment) lists,” he said. 

Capital Health is asking 
anyone with a cancelled ap¬ 
pointment not to simply show 
up at the hospital, but to wait 
for a re-scheduling call from 
the health authority.

Verdict for Halifax 
man charged in baby 
daughter's death 
expected in June 


Aurora’s short life 


• Aurora Breakthrough 
died July 27,2009, in 
the arms of a nurse who 
cared for her while her 
parents were in jail. 


The denials of a Halifax man 
charged in the death of his in¬ 
fant daughter don’t stand up 
against the testimony of the 
girl’s mother who alleged he 
abused the child, the Crown 
argued Wednesday in closing 
arguments. 

Ashiqur Rahman, 26, has 
pleaded not guilty to man¬ 
slaughter and aggravated as¬ 
sault in the July 2009 death of 
seven-week-old Aurora Break¬ 
through. 

“On the whole, I would 
characterize his evidence as 
evasive, argumentative, self- 
centred, arrogant and cold,” 
Crown lawyer Denise Smith 
told the Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court. 

Smith said the case hangs 
on Rahman’s credibility versus 
that of the 25-year-old mother, 
Jane Gomes, who has testi¬ 
fied she saw her ex-boyfriend 
slap and shake the baby in the 
weeks before Aurora died. 

Smith said Gomes made 
some poor choices in failing to 
take the baby away after wit¬ 
nessing the abuse. But she said 
Gomes was telling the truth 
about Rahman’s tendency to 
lose control and harm Aurora. 

The defence has argued 
that Gomes’s testimony was 
motivated by a desire to shift 
blame away from herself, and 
came only after concluding a 
plea bargain with the Crown. 

Gomes has received a con¬ 
ditional discharge with six 
months probation for failing 
to provide the necessities of 
life for Aurora. 

But Smith said the de¬ 
fence’s argument doesn’t add 
up. 

“If the defence position

is that Jane Gomes chose to 
implicate Ashiqur Rahman to 
cover her own heinous acts ... 
then she did a pretty mild job 
of it,” said Smith. 

She cited letters that 
Gomes wrote to Rahman’s 
parents while she was in jail 
in which she says she loves 
Aurora and still loves Rahman. 

Smith said Gomes was a 
naive, young woman who was 
“swept off her feet” and didn’t 
want to believe her first lover 
had harmed their child. 

She said it was only when 
an autopsy clearly showed 
Aurora suffered broken bones 
and brain trauma that Gomes 
wrote to Rahman’s parents to 
express her anger with Rah¬ 
man. “Jane Gomes has always 
said what she knows,” Smith 
said. “No more and no less.”

Speed, fog, traffic conges¬ 
tion — those electronic 
signs on the MacKay Bridge 
have covered it all. 

And now HRM is look¬ 
ing to install similar e-signs, 
called dynamic message 
signs, in other locations 
throughout HRM. 

“If there is something 
happening on the bridge by 
the time you read the mes¬ 
sage, it’s already too late. 
Whereas if we can get the 
message to drivers out at 
Miller Lake, Bayers Lake or 
Dartmouth Crossing, they 
can change their path,” said 
Dave McCusker, HRM’s man¬ 
ager of strategic transporta¬ 
tion planning. 

“What it really does is 
prevent bad situations from 
getting really bad.” 


McCusker, along with 
representatives from Hali¬ 
fax Harbour Bridges, will 
present a report to the 
transportation committee 
on Thursday. 

There’s $2 million in 
the recently approved HRM 
budget to install five or six 
signs in 2013-14, but Mc¬ 
Cusker said it might get 
put off again. Electronic 
signs have been an item in 
the five-year plan for years 
now, but the transportation 
committee could decide 
on Thursday the money is 
needed elsewhere and send 
it back to regional council. 

At least one councillor, 
and member of the commit¬ 
tee, Coun. David Hendsbee, 
is enthusiastically behind 
the electronic signs. 

“I think it’s critically 
needed to have this infra¬ 
structure in place to help 
with the advisories to our 
motoring traffic,” he said. 

The signs would also help 
with weather warnings, 
safety messaging and Amber 
Alerts from police. And they 
would be integrated into the 
city’s evacuation plan. The 
signs won’t be an energy

drain, Hendsbee added, be¬ 
cause they use LED lights.

Fans rally to support Nocturne over funding-grant snub 


Love and support for Noc¬ 
turne blossomed Wednesday 
after reports from city hall 
showed the nighttime arts 
festival wasn’t receiving a 
grant this year. 

Dawn Sloane 
brought up her concerns on 
Tuesday about turning down 
a grant to Nocturne: Art at 
Night from the non-annu¬ 
al grants program. Other 
events like Hal-Con Sci-Fi 
Fantasy Convention were 
also turned down.

staff said they’re taking an¬ 
other look at these events 
and they will return to the 
grants committee soon. 

But by Wednesday mor¬ 
ning a Faceboolc page 
dubbed “Dear Nocturne I 
need you” popped up, with 
fans of the festival voicing 
their support. 

“Where do we go? What 
do we do? Is there a demon¬ 
stration or rally or what ... 
just want to be there if there 
is...This is nuts,” wrote Adri-

Rose Zaclc, chair of the 
Nocturne board, said they 
applied for a $34,500 grant 
— the same as they received 
last year — knowing the 


program was for non-annual 
events. According to policy, 
an event can’t receive a 
grant two years in a row. But 
Zaclc said they were told the 
grant program was being re¬ 
vised and to apply anyway. 

“We were sort of falling 
through the cracks,” she 
said. 

HRM has been a big help 
to Nocturne since it start¬ 
ed, Zaclc said, not just for 
funding but also in staffing 
and other areas. Nocturne 


was previously funded 
through the cultural activ¬ 
ities budget, before it was 
directed to the HRM’s non¬ 
annual grant program last 
year. 

Losing the grant would 
be detrimental to this year’s 
festival, she added. 

“Given the scale of the 
event, our budget is ac¬ 
tually pretty small because 
we’re volunteer-driven, so 
all our resources go to pay¬ 
ing the artists or promoting 


the event,” Zaclc said. “To 
lose a third of our cash 
budget would have a huge 
impact.” 

Zaclc said she’s always 
found it incredible how 
much public support Noc¬ 
turne receives. 

“It’s not a great thing, 
what’s happening right now, 
but it just shows the support 
the community has for art¬ 
ists and events like these in 
the city.”

Melinda Norris knew her long 
dreadlocks would be worth 
something one day. 

Well, that day arrived. 

“Whenever I walk around 
in public, people are ask¬ 
ing me about my hair, so I 
knew it was something that 
could raise awareness, atten¬ 
tion, this time toward a good 
cause,” the Halifax woman 
said on Wednesday. 

Norris had 10 years’ worth 
of hair shaved off outside the 
Halifax Public Gardens to pro¬ 
mote awareness of sexual vio¬ 
lence against women. 

Norris has raised nearly 
$5,000 through fundraising 
and the money will go to¬ 
ward reducing the wait times 
for the counselling program 
at the Avalon Sexual Assault 
Centre in Halifax. 

Avalon is the only centre 
of its kind in Nova Scotia and, 
according to a release, has 
a six-month waiting list for 
counselling. 

“We have a crisis centre 
here in Nova Scotia which 
is, itself, in crisis because the 
need for their services is so 
much greater than what the 
team of councillors can deal 
with.” 

It was a few years after 
she started wearing dread¬ 
locks that Norris decided to 
cut them all off one day for a

worthy charity. 

“Around the three-, four-

The report released Wed¬ 
nesday outlines a series of op¬ 
tions totalling $1.63 million in 
alternate savings that it said 
could protect at least some of 
the 41 librarian positions at 


St.John’s, Flags fly at 
half-mast to protest loss 
of maritime rescue centre 


The provincial flag was at 
half-mast Wednesday over 
city hall in St. John’s, in pro¬ 
test of Ottawa’s decision to 
close a maritime rescue sub¬ 
centre. 

Supporters say the loss of 
the centre, which co-ordin¬ 
ates North Atlantic rescue 
response in often treacherous 
conditions, will cost lives. 

“It was done in recogni¬ 
tion of the potential for fu¬ 
ture lives lost,” said St. John’s 
city Coun. Danny Breen. “It’s 
symbolic in that the New¬ 
foundland flag is lowered but 
you’ll notice the Canadian 
flag is still flying high.” 

Breen says the region 
needs faster and better search 
and rescue response, not a

Both opposition leaders 
called on Dexter to apologize 
to the board for his comments, 
given the report’s findings. 

“He should owe them an 
apology,” said Liberal Leader 
Stephen McNeil. 

Dexter was unrepentant.“I 
think they were obviously pol¬ 
itically motivated,” he said. “In 
fact, transparently so.”

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Canadian’s ashes sent to 
South Korea for burial 


Prince George. Coroner 
ID’s second fatality in 
fatal sawmill blast 



Reunited in death. 

Two brothers fought in 
the Korean War, with 
one lost in battle in 
1951 and the second 
dying in June 2011 


Back in a country most of them 
saw for the first time more than 
half a centuiy ago, about 50 
Canadian veterans of the Ko¬ 
rean War braved driving rains 
Wednesday to finally reunite a 
pair of brothers long since div¬ 
ided by the conflict. 

Archibald Hearsey, bom in 
Ignace, Ont., in 1929, had re¬ 
quested in his will that his ashes 
be returned to Korea and buried 
next to his older brother Joseph, 
who died in battle in 1951. 

Their remarkable story is 
one of the Korean War’s most 
powerful tales. 

Hearsey died in June of last 
year. Wednesday’s ceremony 
marked the first time a war vet¬ 
eran’s remains were brought 
back to be buried on South Ko¬ 
rean soil. 

“They were two small-town 


boys that were separated by 
war,” said Archibald’s daugh¬ 
ter, Debbie Kalcagamic, who 
travelled to Korea with her son 
Solomon to attend the burial 
ceremony and visit her uncle’s 
grave. 

“Now they’re together 
again.” 

Joseph Hearsey was one of 


516 Canadian soldiers who died 
during the Korean War, which 
lasted from June 1950 to July 
1953. 

Canada was one of 16 for¬ 
eign countries that sent troops, 
and 26,791 Canadian soldiers 
fought. 

Health problems prevented 
Archibald Hearsey from ever 


returning to South Korea to visit 
his brother’s grave at the UN 
Memorial Cemeteiy in Busan, 
where 378 Canadians are bur¬ 
ied. 

“The Hearsey brothers may 
now rest in peace beside their 
comrades,” said David Chatter- 
son, Canada’s ambassador to 
South Korea, the Canadian press 


A 46-year-old mill worker has 
been identified as the second 
victim of the blast that lev¬ 
elled the Lakeland sawmill in 
Prince George, B.C., on Mon¬ 
day night. 

The coroner’s service has 
confirmed that Prince George 
resident Glenn Francis Roche 
died in Edmonton just hours 
after being transferred to that 
city for treatment of critical 
burns. 

Forty-three-year-old shift 
supervisor Alan Little died 
Tuesday morning in Prince 
George. 

The men were among 11 
severely injured when an ex¬ 
plosion and fire tore through 
the mill.

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Ottawa seeks appeal of bawdy-house ruling 


Prostitution law. 

Federal government 
applies to Supreme 
Court for leave to 
appeal recent decision 


Canada’s three main prosti¬ 
tution-control laws appear 
destined for scrutiny by the 
country’s highest court after 
the federal government an¬ 
nounced Wednesday it want¬ 
ed to appeal a decision that 
effectively legalized broth¬ 
els. 

As a result, the lawyer 
who successfully challenged 
the ruling on behalf of sex- 
trade workers said he had 
no choice but to try to ap¬ 
peal the ruling that also up¬ 
held the ban on street pros¬ 
titution. 

In response to a chal¬ 
lenge from three sex-trade 
workers, Ontario’s top court 
last month struck down the 
ban on bawdy houses on 
the basis that it increased 
the dangers prostitutes face 
because they are forced to 
work outside. 

The five appellate jus¬ 
tices also reworded the law 
against living on the avails 
of prostitution to clarify it 
would only apply in cases 


of exploitation because it 
could otherwise apply to 
people such as a prostitute’s 
bodyguards, accountant or 
receptionist. 

In its application to the 
Supreme Court for leave to 
appeal, the federal govern¬ 
ment said the Ontario Court 
of Appeal judgment creates 
a “legislative void.” 

“This represents a funda¬ 
mental shift in criminal law 
and social policy in respect 
of provisions that have been 
in force, in some fashion, 
since prior to Confedera¬ 
tion,” the application states. 

It also has an impact on 
police and prosecutions, 
both inside and outside On¬ 
tario, the government brief 
states. 

Sex-trade workers, who 
hailed the Ontario court rul¬ 
ing as a recognition of their 
rights and said it would 
enhance their safety, ex¬ 
pressed disappointment at 
Ottawa’s decision. 

Vancouver sex worker 
Amy Lebovitch called the 
federal government disre¬ 
spectful toward prostitutes. 

“We’re telling them we 
need this to be safe and 
they’re saying, Too bad’,” 
Lebovitch, 33, said. 

Toronto lawyer Alan 
Young, who acted for Lebo-

vitch and the two other sex- 
trade workers, noted that 
six justices have already had 
their say. 

“I’d like to see how the 
government of Canada gets 
around two very strong 
judgments that to me bor¬ 
der on being incontrovert¬ 
ible,” Young said. 

The lawyer also said he 
would have been content to 
leave alone the Appeal Court 
ruling that upheld the ban 
on street soliciting but said 


he couldn’t do that now. 

“If we’re going to be 
dragged to review those rul¬ 
ings, we might as well then 
appeal the ruling on com¬ 
munication because we al¬ 
ways felt that law had many 
constitutional flaws.” 

Prostitution itself is not 
illegal in Canada, though 
many of the key activities 
were banned under the 
three laws considered by the 
Appeal Court.

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Negligence in course design to 
blame for skier’s death: Family 


World Cup crash. 

Skicross racer Nik 
Zoricic, 29, died due to 
unsafe conditions of 
Swiss course, his family 
argues 


Stunning negligence in course 
design and safety features led to 
the “entirely avoidable” death 
of a Canadian skicross racer at a 
World Cup event in Switzerland 
last month, his family argued 
Wednesday 

In calling for a thorough, 


independent inquiry into the 
death of Nik Zoricic, his family 
disputed the official position 
that he was killed in a “freak” 
accident. 

“The finish line was a death 
trap,” family lawyer Tim Dan- 
son said. 

“It is unacceptable that an 
elite athlete like Nik Zoricic can 
make a perfect landing, barely 
miss the finish line by one 
metre, and be lulled for it.” 

Citing four reliable sources, 
Danson alleged that race au¬ 
thorities had been warned be¬ 
forehand that the course was 
unsafe. No one did anything, he 
said. 


“These concerns were appar¬ 
ently ignored,” Danson said. “As 
a result, Nik is dead.” 

In skicross, several racers 
hurtle down a mountain at the 
same time, making jumps and 
taking slight curves on the way. 

Zoricic, 29, who grew up in 
Toronto, had raced on the World 
Cup circuit for more than three 
years and was competing in his 
36th event in Grindelwald. He 
was lolled at the finish line of a 
tight three-way race. 

The family said it had no 
plans for legal action provided 
a proper inquiry is done, saying 
the aim is to avoid a repeat of 
the tragedy, the Canadian press

Tori Stafford trial 


Court sees video 
of detention- 
centre visits 

A man whose lawyer has 
suggested he was noth¬ 
ing more than a horrified 
witness to the murder of 
Victoria Stafford at the 
hands of his girlfriend is 
seen on video with the 
woman a month later, flex¬ 
ing his muscles for her and 
drawing her in for a long 
embrace. 

Michael Rafferty visited 
Terri-Lynne McClintic twice 
at a detention centre, where 
she was taken after being 
arrested days after the loll¬ 
ing on an unrelated matter. 

McClintic’s arrest appar¬ 
ently did not deter Rafferty 
from tiying to keep in near¬ 


constant communication 
with her, records show. 

Their phones — McClint¬ 
ic used her mother Carol’s 
cellphone — exchanged 
44 text messages on April 
10. After McClintic’s arrest 
Rafferty kept in contact 
with Carol McClintic, then 
he began calling the deten¬ 
tion centre. 

Over the next month 
about 30 calls were ex¬ 
changed between Rafferty’s 
BlaclcBerry and the Genest 
Detention Centre, records 
show. 

Rafferty visited McClintic 
there twice, and surveil¬ 
lance video played in court 
Wednesday shows the two 
laughing and joldng around. 

Rafferty, 31, has pleaded 
not guilty to first-degree 
murder, sexual assault 
causing bodily harm and 
kidnapping.

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Homeland Security 
grilled on Colombian 
prostitution scandal 


Washington. Senators 
challenge Homeland 
Security secretary 
on officers and 
supervisors implicated 
in controversy 

Conflicting portraits of the 
Secret Service took stage Wed¬ 
nesday in Congress, as senators 
challenged Homeland Security 
Secretary Janet Napolitano to 
reconcile the image of agents 
who protect the lives of Amer¬ 
ica’s president with the dozen 
officers and supervisors impli¬ 
cated in a humiliating prostitu¬ 
tion scandal. 

Napolitano told the Senate 
judiciaiy committee that the in¬ 
cident in Colombia involving as 
many as 20 women appeared to 
be an isolated one. She said the 
agency’s office of professional 
responsibility had not received 
any complaints in the past two

and a half years. She said inves¬ 
tigators are reviewing earlier 
time periods as well. 

“This behaviour was not 
part of the Secret Service way 
of doing business,” Napolitano 
testified. “We are going to make 
sure that standards and train¬ 
ing, if they need to be tightened 
up they are tightened.” 

The Colombia scandal has 
been widely denounced in 


Washington, but it’s a delicate 
political matter in an election 
year with the presidency and 
congressional majorities at 
stake. 

The White House said Wed¬ 
nesday that the conduct of the 
employees punished in the 
ongoing scandal was “inappro¬ 
priate” and unacceptable for 
people representing the United 
States abroad. 

Sen. Lindsey Graham, a Re¬ 
publican, pressed Napolitano 
about whether she believes this 
was the first incident involving 
prostitutes and the Secret Ser¬ 
vice. 

“The only reason I suggest 
that we need to maybe look a 
little harder is because we’re 
lucky to have found out about 
this. If there hadn’t been an 
argument between one of the 
agents and, I guess, a prosti¬ 
tute, for lack of a better word, 
about money, we’d probably 
have never known about this.”

Charges stick for 
U.S. army private 

A military judge refused on 
Wednesday to throw out the 
charges against a U.S. army 
private accused of providing 
thousands of sensitive docu¬ 
ments to WikiLeaks in the 
biggest leak of government 
secrets in the country’s his¬ 
tory. 


Army Col. Denise Lind 
denied the defence motion 
to dismiss all 22 charges 
during a pre-trial hearing in 
the court-martial of Pte. 1st 
Class Bradley Manning. 

Manning is accused of 
sending hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of sensitive docu¬ 
ments to WikiLeaks, the 
anti-secrecy website run by 
Julian Assange. The U.S. 
government says the publi¬ 
cation of that material on¬ 
line aided al-Qaida in the 


Arabian Peninsula. 

The defence has filed 
several motions seeking dis¬ 
missal of individual charges, 
including the most serious, 
aiding the enemy. That of¬ 
fence carries a maximum 
penalty of life imprison¬ 
ment. 

Lind scheduled the trial 
to run from Sept. 21 through 
Oct. 12. She also scheduled 
four more hearings in June, 
July, August and September.

Phoenix Jones: Masked 


It was just like a 
scene from a movie 
the day Real Life 
Superhero Phoenix 
Jones’ assault char¬ 
ges were dropped. 
As more than a 
dozen journalists 
and photographers 
crowded around 
him, the 23-year- 
old Seattleite took 
off his black and 
gold mask for the 
first time in public. 
For two years, he 
had been known 
for fighting crime. 
That day he told the 
world, 'I'm Phoenix 
Jones. I’m also Ben 
Fodor. I also protect 
the city, I also am a 
father, I also am a 
brother. I'm just like 
everyone else.’ 



Some call them Real Life 
Superheroes. Others refer 
to them as crime fighters or 
crime-prevention patrollers. 
Phoenix Jones and his team, 
the “Rain City Superhero 
Movement,” call themselves a 
crime-prevention brigade. 

For the past two years, they 
have been arresting carjackers, 
attackers and people threat¬ 
ening others with guns in the 
troubled areas of Seattle. 

Equipped with bullet-proof 
vests, stab plating, pepper 
spray, Tasers and a first-aid 
kit, members of the 10-person 


team risk their lives to protect 
the lives of others. Even with 
protective equipment, the job 
is dangerous: Jones has been 
shot once and stabbed twice. 

Jones is a six-foot-tall, 
18 5-pound mixed-martial-arts 
champion who calls on lessons 
learned in his tough childhood 
to build his strong character. 

Born to criminal parents 
who stole and sold narcotics, 
Jones — or Ben — was the 
middle child in a family of five. 
He was the only one who was 
sent to live in an orphanage 
until the age of five. “I guess it

was just luck of the draw. Just 
flip a coin,” he recalls. 

During that period of time, 
his mother got busted for sell¬ 
ing drugs out of her baby car¬ 
riage. When he was five, the 
system returned Jones to live 
with his father and siblings. 

Two years later, life took 
a dramatic turn. While Jones 
was waiting in the car for 
his father to come back from 
running errands, he heard 
gunshots. His father had at¬ 
tempted to rob a convenience 
store and was killed. 

Jones was placed in an or¬ 


phanage but he wasn’t like 
the others. Even though his 
mother was in prison, he had 
a parent. 

Jones was adopted at nine 
years old, but had to spend 
half the time with his new 
family and half the time at the 
orphanage. At 11 he moved to 
his new home permanently 
and settled into a new school, 
where Jones starting training 
in martial arts. By 14, he was 
already a black belt. 

After high school, he 
trained to work with autistic 
children, his passion for five 
years. 

In October 2011, Jones was 
charged with assault when he 
broke up a fight using pepper 
spray. His costume was taken 
and his identity was revealed 
as public record. Even though 
the charges were dropped, the 
authorities kept his uniform 
for weeks. 

Jones chose to embrace his 
circumstances, even though 
he lost his job and licence to 
work with the autistic because 
of the assault accusations. He 
faced the public bravely. Now, 
with a little less mystery, he 
continues to patrol, protect 
and inspire the citizens of Se¬ 
attle.

Fossil stumps scientists 


Experts are tiying to figure out 
what a fossil dubbed “Godzil- 
lus” used to be. 

The 68-kilogram fossil re¬ 
covered last year in Kentucky is 
more than two metres long. To 
the untrained eye, it looks like 
a bunch of rocks or a concrete 
blob. Experts are tiying to de¬ 
termine whether it was an ani¬ 
mal, mineral or a form of plant 
life from a time when the Cin¬ 
cinnati region was underwater. 

Scientists at a Geological 
Society of America meeting 
viewed it Tuesday at the Day- 
ton Convention Center in 
Ohio. 

“We are looking for people 
who might have an idea of 
what it is,” said Ben Dattilo, an 
assistant professor of geology 
at Indiana University-Purdue 
University Fort Wayne. 

Scientists say the fossil is 
450 million years old. Univer¬ 
sity of Cincinnati geologist Carl 
Brett said it’s the largest fossil 
ever extracted from that era in 
the Cincinnati region. 

“This is the ultimate cold 
case,” said Ron Fine, the Day- 
ton, Ohio, amateur paleontolo¬ 
gist who spotted the fossil on a 
hillside last year and gave it its 
name. 

“Like Godzilla, it’s a primor¬ 
dial beast that found its way 



to the modem era,” Fine said. 
Now 43, Fine has been col¬ 
lecting fossils since age four, 
and said he saw part of this 
one on a hillside off a Kentucky 
highway nearly a year ago. 

“Most fossils around here 
are small, the size of your 
thumbnail or your thumb,” he 
said. “This thing’s huge.” 

He said it could be an early 
form of seaweed or kelp. 

“This one has us stumped,” 
said David Meyer, another UC 
geology professor. 

“Cincinnati was covered by 
a sea, 100 to 200 feet deep,” 
Meyer said. “Primitive shell¬ 
fish lived in it. But no fish.”

Testing finds mad cow 
disease at U.S. plant

California. Authorities 
say consumers shouldn’t 
be alarmed; disease 
cannot be transmitted 
by contact among cows 


A nondescript building in 
the heart of California’s dairy 
country has become the focus 
of intense scrutiny after mad 
cow disease was discovered in a 
dead dairy cow. 

Two major South Korean 
retailers suspended sales of U.S. 
beef in response. 

Tests are performed on only 
a small portion of dead animals 
brought to the transfer facility 
in central California. 

The cow had died at one of 
the region’s hundreds of dair¬ 
ies, but hadn’t exhibited out¬ 
ward symptoms of the disease: 
unsteadiness, uncoordination, 
a drastic change in behaviour 
or low milk production, offi¬ 
cials said. But when the animal 
arrived at the facility with a 
truckload of other dead cows 
on April 18, its 30-month-plus 
age and fresh corpse made it 
eligible for USDA testing. 


“We randomly pick a num¬ 
ber of samples throughout the 
year, and this just happened 
to be one that we randomly 
sampled,” Baker Commodities 
executive vice-president Den¬ 
nis Luclcey said. “It showed no 
signs” of disease. 

The samples went to the 
food safety lab at the University 
of California, Davis on April 18. 
By April 19, markers indicated 
the cow could have bovine 
spongiform encephalopathy 
(BSE), a disease that is fatal to 
cows and can cause a deadly 
human brain disease in people 
who eat tainted meat. It was 
sent to the USDA lab in Iowa for 
further testing. 

Agriculture officials an¬ 
nounced the findings Tuesday: 
the animal had atypical BSE. 

That means it didn’t get the 
disease from eating infected 
cattle feed, said John Clifford, 
the Agriculture Department’s 
chief veterinary officer. 

It was “just a random muta¬ 
tion that can happen every 
once in a great while in an 
animal,” said Bruce Alcey, direc¬ 
tor of the New York State Vet¬ 
erinary Diagnostic Laboratory.

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Confessed killer 
calls diagnosis 
a smear tactic 


Trial. Breivik claims 
psychiatric report 
that found him to be 
insane is based on ‘evil 
fabrications’ 


Mass killer Anders Behring 
Breivik slammed a psychiat¬ 
ric report that declared him 
insane, insisting Wednesday 
it was based on “evil fabrica¬ 
tions” meant to portray him as 
irrational and unintelligent. 

“It is not me who is de¬ 
scribed in that report,” the 
right-wing extremist, who has 
admitted to killing 77 people 
in a July 22 bomb-and-shooting 
rampage, said in court. 

A second psychiatric 
examination found that Brei¬ 
vik was sane. The five-judge 
panel trying Breivik on terror 
charges for the attacks will 
consider both reports. 


Breivik’s mental state is 
the key issue that remains 
unresolved in the trial, since 
he has admitted to a bombing 
in Oslo’s government district 
that killed eight people and 
a subsequent shooting mas¬ 
sacre at a Labor Party youth 
camp that left 69 people 
dead, most of them teen¬ 
agers. He claims the attacks 
were “necessary” and that the 
victims had betrayed Norway 
by embracing immigration. 

Breivik showed no re¬ 
morse Wednesday as he lis¬ 
tened to testimony describ¬ 
ing the horrific injuries of the 
bombing victims, declaring 
instead that if anyone should 
apologize it was the gov¬ 
erning Labor Party. 

He said he had hoped 
they would change Norway’s 
policy on immigration after 
his attacks. 

Sounding irritated, the 
33-year-old Norwegian ac¬ 
cused the two psychiatrists

Madeleine McCann. U.K. police say 
missing girl may still be alive 



British police on Wednesday 
asked Portugal to reopen the 
case of Madeleine McCann, 
saying that as the fifth anni¬ 
versary of her disappearance 
approaches there is a possibil¬ 
ity she is still alive. 

Police also released a new 
image of what McCann would 
likely look like today, express¬ 
ing hope that she would be 
found even years after the 
then-three-year-old vanished 
on May 3 while on a trip to 
Portugal with her family. 

The case sparked global in¬ 
terest because of heartbreak¬ 
ing images of the girl beamed 
around the world and, in part, 
because her parents were 
briefly considered suspects 
before they were cleared. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Andy Redwood said he is lead¬ 
ing a team of 37 police offi¬ 
cers reviewing some 40,000 
pieces of evidence gathered 


so far. The team has identi¬ 
fied some 195 possible leads 
to be followed up on, he said. 

Redwood said forensic 
evidence of the sequence of 
events around her disappear¬ 
ance shows there are mo¬ 
ments when she could have 


been snatched by crimin¬ 
als. He said he had an “open 
mind” on who could have 
abducted her, but asked for 
the help of Portuguese au¬ 
thorities, who closed the case 
in 2008.

Jumbo, also known as 
Mila, is the sole elephant at 
the Franklin Zoo, according 
to its website.

Smart vehicles, home-security

Things are getting a “voice,” 
said Ric Asselstine, CEO of Ter- 
epac Corp., which makes tiny 
electronics to put into objects 
to make them “smart” and 
compatible with the Internet of 
Things. 

“At the end of the day, what 
we’re creating is information,” 
Asselstine said via phone from 
Terepac’s headquarters in Wat-

There is the potential for 
“trillions” of devices to be 
connected to the Internet of 
Things, he said. Consumer

Data about locations and 
conditions can be transmitted 
through these objects, Assel¬ 
stine said. Terepac can embed 
ultra-thin electronics in numer¬ 
ous objects, such as a hat with 
a logo, or a coaster. Asselstine 
said his company also has a 
software application to allow 
users to interact with the object 
either with a smartphone or 
just by tapping the object.

I understand, though. 

It’s difficult to wrap one’s head around the Conserva¬ 
tives’ $10-billion discrepancy between stated and actual 
fighter-jet costs because the average Joe rarely finds $10 
billion in the couch cushions. It’s such a big boondoggle 
there’s no easy way to comprehend it. 

On the other hand, we’ve all had $16 and we’ve all had 
orange juice. 

So when we learn that Conservative MP Bev Oda had a 
taxpayer-funded $16 glass of juice at a super-posh London 
hotel — because the first five-star hotel wasn’t good enough for her 
— we “get it” and go from zero to face-palm in 2.9 seconds. 

People have been accusing Oda of having champagne 
tastes, but at least if the juice had been mixed with cham¬ 
pagne, we’d have understood. 

Dishonesty to the tune of $10-billion is bad, sure, but 
$16 orange juice, well, that offends our sensibilities. 

This would explain why, when reimbursing the taxpay¬ 
ers for part of her costs, Oda left a wholly unnecessary 
$1,000-plus limousine on the taxpayers’ bill, but made sure 
the orange juice was taken care of. She wouldn’t want to 
look bad. 

The only good news was that the relative clarity of Oda’s 
OJ scandal makes the Conservatives’ mishandling of the 
F-35 file that much clearer. 

In both cases, the Conservatives criticized the opposition 
for doing its job. Oda called her questioners “extremist,” which 
makes one hope she never becomes foreign minister. 

In both cases, they said (essentially), “There is no scandal 
here, because once we got caught, we fixed it,” which 
explains why they’re the nation’s leading experts on un¬ 
reported crime. 

And in both cases, they claimed to have followed all 
existing procedures. In the case of the F-35s, Defence Min¬ 
ister Peter MacKay said the $10 billion came down to “ac¬ 
counting differences,” which is like blaming a car accident 
on “differences in direction.” 

The only real difference between the two scandals is that 
the Conservatives apologized for the orange juice. 

But if you’re still finding it hard to grasp the F-35 screw- 
up, then maybe this last comparison will help: $25 billion 
could buy Oda 1,562,500,000 glasses of Tropicana.

When did you first become 
conscious of the environ¬ 
ment and our impact on it? 

For a couple of decades I’ve 
been really upset about the 
problem of climate change, 
and I couldn’t bear the idea 
that we’re still cutting down 
the rainforests. I just couldn’t 
believe that the statistics 
were getting worse, not bet¬ 
ter. And then I read an inter¬ 
view with James Lovelock. He 
is a genius, the scientist who 
launched the ‘Gaia’ Theory. 

Gaia is the name the 
Greeks gave to the earth god¬ 
dess. James Lovelock thinks 
we are too late to stop cli¬ 
mate change and that by the 
end of this century there will 
be only 1 billion people left. 
Fortunately! The consensus 
among almost all scientists 
is that we have now only up 
to 2020 to do something — 
eight more years. 

And it’s important for 
Americans to know that the 
[people who deny that cli¬ 
mate change exists] are few 
but they are well-funded and 
well-publicized. 

Do you consider yourself an 
environmental activist? 


A name I prefer is ‘freedom 
fighter.’ I’ve got a voice be¬ 
cause I’ve got a lot of credibil¬ 
ity as a fashion designer. So I 
have been using my fashion 
for the last five or so years as 
a medium. 

I use slogans and graphics 
in lots of my designs. I also 
give my fashion shows titles 
related to saving the planet 
or climate change, like 
Plus Five Degrees.

For people who can’t 
afford my clothes, I hope to 
provide a standard of good 
design, which will help them 
to choose clothes that will 
suit them. 

What are some changes that 
you’ve made in your own 
life to live in a more sustain¬ 


able, ecologically-minded 
way? 

I ride a bicycle for conven¬ 
ience and I’m a person who 
doesn’t like to waste things. 

I never waste food, for ex¬ 
ample. I was brought up after 
the war, so I’m used to not 
wasting. 

I also don’t eat meat. I’m a 
very privileged person, living 
in this part of the world, so 
I can make choices and my 
preferred food really is just 
fruit and vegetables.

Red-Curry Chicken Noodles

It’s red, but it isn’t red hot. 
And that’s why red-curry paste 
is the sort of cuny the average 
Canadian is going to love. 

Curry pastes — which are 
used in Thai, Indonesian, Ma¬ 
laysian and Indian cooking 
— combine dry spices with 
ground fresh herbs and roots, 
garlic, chilies and other in¬ 
gredients to form thick pastes. 
These often are classified by 
colour. 

Green-curry paste, for ex¬ 
ample, is a fiery Thai blend 
that combines green chilies, 
lemon grass, garlic, shrimp 
paste and kaffir lime leaves. It 
usually is blended with coco¬ 
nut milk to season beef, pork 
and chicken. 

Yellow-curry paste is a bit 
milder and usually sports 
garlic, lemon grass, galangal, 
cumin, cinnamon and tur¬ 
meric. It’s popular for adding 
to soups. 

But the most versatile and 
widely used is red-curry paste, 
a mash of red chilies, corian¬ 
der roots and leaves, shrimp 
paste, lemon grass, garlic, shal¬ 
lots and galangal. 

It’s got some kick, but it 


Ingredients

• l tbsp olive oil

won’t sear your mouth. It’s 
used with everything from 
chicken, duck and beef to pork 
and shrimp. And it lands in 
everything from stews, curries 
and soups to dressings, marin¬ 
ades and condiments. 

Conveniently, red-curry 
paste also is the easiest variety 
to find at the local grocer. It 
usually is packed in small glass 
jars or cans and can be found 
in the Asian section. Once 
opened, the remainder can be 


refrigerated for months. 

Here, it’s used to make Red 
Curry Chicken Noodles. 

1. Bring saucepan of salted 
water to a boil. Add the pasta 
and cook according to package 
directions. Drain and set aside. 

2 . Meanwhile, in a large saute 
pan over medium-high, heat 
the olive oil. Add the onion and 
bell pepper, then saute until 
tender, about 10 minutes. Add 
the coconut milk and red curry 
paste. Stir until the curry paste 
and coconut milk are smooth, 
then bring to a simmer. 

3 . Chop or pull the chicken 
meat into bite-size chunks, 
then add to the coconut milk 
mixture. Toss well to coat even¬ 
ly. If the meat is cold, return to 
a simmer. Stir in the cilantro. 

4 . Serve the pasta topped with 
the chicken. Alternatively, 
add the drained pasta to the 
pan with the chicken and toss 
to mix. Just before serving, 
squeeze a bit of lime juice over 
each plate.

Given that buying a home is 
the largest financial trans¬ 
action most of us ever make, 
it’s no surprise that it can be 
a complicated undertaking. 

Before you start shop¬ 
ping, make sure to do your 
research. Set aside lots of 
time to consult with ex¬ 
perts such as bankers and 
mortgage brokers, real es¬ 
tate agents and lawyers. 
Ask plenty of questions and 
write down the answers you 
receive. That way, you will 
have the information you 
need to make the right deci¬ 
sion. 

How much house 
can I afford? 

Buying a first house is def¬ 
initely a reality check. Be¬ 
fore you start considering 
neighbourhoods and look¬ 
ing at homes, it’s crucial to 
establish a price range. You 
will need a minimum down 
payment of five per cent of 
the house’s purchase price 
(on a $400,000 home, that’s 
$20,000). The general rule 
is: The more money you put 


down, the less you will have 
to spend on mortgage and 
insurance payments. 

Start by making a budget 

Calculate how much you 
currently spend each month 
on everything: Rent, food, 
insurance, loan payments, 
taxes, travel and entertain¬ 
ment. 

Make a list of your assets 
(savings, vehicles, property), 
as well as your current and 
projected salary. Then make 
a few appointments with 
bankers and mortgage brok¬ 
ers; they will help you fig¬ 
ure out an affordable price 
range. Pay close attention to 
interest rates; a difference 
of only a quarter point (e.g. 
three per cent versus 3.25 
per cent) can quickly add up 
to thousands of dollars. If 
you have been wise enough 
to invest in a registered 
retirement savings plan 
(RRSP), consider the federal 
government’s Home Buyers’ 
Plan. 

Under the plan, you may 
withdraw up to $25,000 
from an RRSP to invest in 
your first home. There is no 
tax penalty if you pay the 
money back within 15 years.

To say that buying a first 
home can be overwhelming is 
an understatement.

The two most common 
types are open (the rate can 
be locked in and additional 
payments made) and closed 
(the rate is locked in and the 
terms are fixed). Then there 
are fixed rate (a locked-in rate 
that won’t increase for the 
term of the mortgage) and 
variable rate (it fluctuates 
based on market conditions 
but typically has a fixed pay¬ 
ment). 

It’s important to learn 
the terms of each type. For 
example, does it allow extra, 
increased or accelerated pay¬ 
ments?

“Mortgage professionals 
typically advise first-time 
homebuyers to choose a fixed 
mortgage because of the pre¬ 
dictability of the payments,” 
says Krahulic.

Cooking smells and cigarette 
smoke are the two most fre¬ 
quent complaints that the 
condo board hears about, 
according to Linda Lavallee, 
president of Condo Corpora¬ 
tion, Toronto. 

Pets and noise are also dis¬ 
ruptive to some people. 

“Living in close quarters 
is only for respectful, con¬ 
siderate and civilized people. 
It’s all about your rights, my 
rights, and privacy.” 

Of course, whether you 
are looking to buy a condo 
or a semi- or detached home, 
your neighbours are part of 
the package. 

In condos, people are liv¬ 
ing on top, next and below 
each other. 

There has to be strong con¬ 
trol bylaws — and good man¬ 
ners. It’s similar for home- 
owners in semi- and detached 
homes where the most com¬ 
mon issues are fences and 
trees. 

The property survey will 
show what’s yours, what’s 
theirs and what’s shared, 
says Robert J. Lesperance, 


Canadian Bar Assocation B.C. 
branch co-chair for environ¬ 
mental law. He practises in 
Vancouver. 

While you can trim tree 
branches that are encroaching 
on your property (as long as it 
doesn’t damage the tree), if a 
fence is shared, the two home- 
owners must make decisions 
about changes together. 

Even if the fence is on 
your property, it’s a courtesy 
to share any changes you are 
planning with your neigh¬ 
bour. 

At the end of the day, your 
duty is to make sure you 
don’t cause damage to your 
neighbour’s property and to 
be civil and respective at all 
times. 

If you do have a problem: 

The first step is to talk to 
your neighbour, says Lawless. 
“Reasonable people should be 
able to come to a reasonable 
solution.” 

Remember that whatever 
course of action you take, the 
neighbour will still be there 
in the morning. You will have 
to continue to live next to 
them unless one of you de¬ 
cides to move. 

If you can’t sort out the 
problem in person, the next 
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step is to consult municipal¬ 
ity bylaws (for example, the 
laws governing fence height, 
noise, etc.). A bylaw enforce¬ 
ment officer may be able to 
resolve the problem. 

The last resort is to talk to 
counsel, says Lesperance. 

Typical claims in neigh¬ 
bour dispute cases would 
be trespassing, nuisance or 
maybe negligence.

MacKinnon says 
he's fine: Coacn 

The Halifax Mooseheads 
may have survived 
a big injury scare to 
leading scorer Nathan 
MacKinnon. 

The 16-year-old rookie 
left Wednesday’s QMJHL 
semifinal game against 
the Rimouski Oceanic 
with around four minutes 
left in the third period 
after taking a hit behind 
the net from defenceman 
Etienne Boutet. 

MacKinnon’s head 
made contact with the 
end boards as he crum¬ 
pled to the ice. He stayed 
down for about half a 
minute before skating off 
on his own. He went to 
the dressing room and did 
not return. 

“I asked him when 
I walked into the room 
(after the game). He 
told me he’s fine,” said 
Mooseheads head coach 
Dominique Ducharme. “It 
was more of precaution. 
We wanted to make sure 
he was OK. I don’t think 
it’s serious because he’s 
fine.” 

When asked if 
MacKinnon would play in 
Friday’s Game 5, Ducha¬ 
rme said: “Right now I 
believe he’s going to be 
in. I don’t see why he 
wouldn’t be.” 

The Cole Harbour 
native leads the QMJHL 
playoffs in scoring with 13 
goals and 13 assists for 26 
points in 15 games. 

MacKinnon took a 
spear earlier in the third 
period from Rimouski for¬ 
ward Robbie DeFulvis, an 
infraction Oceanic head 
coach Serge Beausoleil 
denounced. 

“I’m not the kind of 
guy who won’t admit it — 
that was a bad penalty,” 
Beausoleil said. “It was 
not a four-minute penalty, 
it was not a spearing pen¬ 
alty, it was kind of a slash¬ 
ing penalty, but it was not 
a good one.”
